MONTGOMERY, Apr. 4.—Mya- 
teriously shot about midnight Sat- 
urday, March 26, Edward Ander- 
son Mosley, 25, died of a bullet 
wound in the abdomen early yes- 
terday at a Montgomery hospital, 
Inquiry following the death yester- 
day brought to light the shooting 
for the first time. 

Members of the Sheriff's office 
said yesterday afternoon that they

Senator Black will redraft the 
bill to provide for administration 
of the rehabilitation fund by the 
Secretary of Agriculture, and for 
an appropriation of $5,000,000 di- 
rect from the Treasury, to apply 
to the several States affected by 
the storm. The revised bill will be 
introduced Monday. Under the 
unanimous action of the Senate 
committee Saturday, Senator 
Bankhead was authorized to report 
the amended measure favorably 
Tuesday. arly action will be 
sought. 

Under the terms of the bill, 
money may be lent for rehabilita- 
tion purposes on the basis of peri- 
ods up to 10 years, with five per 
cent interest after the fourth year, 
no more than $5,000 to be advanc- 
ed to any one person.

I’m sure that all you boys know 
Mr. Charlie Talbot. Well, I al- 
ays call him “Uncle Charlie,” be- 
cause he is likeable. Uncle Charlie 
made me a suggestion the other 
day that sounds like a good one to 
me, He says we should all try 
to help the fellow who is down 
and that we can do this by putting 
out all the gilt pigs in the country 
with those who are not able to 
buy them. Just lots of folks have 
lost their hogs and need to get a 
new start, but are unable to do so. 
Tf you have an extra sow oF gilt, 
why not let some good neighbor 
have it to raise on halves? You 
could let some small boy have your 
hog and he would take a pride in 
attending to her and would not on- 
ly raise meat for himself but 
would also raise meat for you, and 
you would still have your sow. I 
think this is a mighty good sug- 
gestion and I hope that those who 
have sows and gilt pigs will let 
them all out on shares. 
KKK KEKE 
We raise a lot of meat and lard 
in Coffee County, but we also have 
it shipped in here by the truck 
loads. Why should meat be shipped 
to Coffee County? It is simply be- 
cause we do not stay on the job. 
If the farmer in the West can grow 
hogs and butcher them for a profit 
we can, too. He has to ship his 
meat down here and there are a 
lot of middle men te make a profit 
in the deal, and we poor beggars 
cannot grow the meat and sell it 
to our next neighbor for the same 
price. Not a pound of meat should 
he shipped into Coffee County. We 
should grow enough meat to feed 
five times as many folks as we 
have in this county. I'll tell you 
what the trouble is: it is this blam- 
ed old cotton business that keeps 
us down. Tf the boll weevil would 
destroy it all it might be better 
for us, The weevil is just bad 
enough to keep us trying to raise 
cotton and at the same time is 
good enough to eat it all up. T 
wish he would do better or worse. 
KKEKKKE 
We have just finished putting 
out our barn lot fertilizer. How 
many loads have you hauled out 
of your barns this spring? We 
have hauled out 29 two-horse loads 


enough to go on our cotton patch 
and our dent patch. We always 
quit planting cotton where the 
barn yard fertilizer gives out, but 
this time we could not go as far 
as the fertilizer went. We did not 
want too much cotton. We had 
enough to plant four acres in corn 
after finishing the cotton. 
SEKHKHE 
It certainly is easy to have a 
lot of good fertilizer if you will 
start in time. Now is the time we 
put in the sawdust and the leaves. 
By next fall we will have a lot 
of fertilizer already saved. We 
take our fertilizer up each day and 
pile it up under a shelter. Sunshine 
and rain will destroy your fertiliz- 
ey and no good farmer will allow 
his fertilizer to remain out in the 
sunshine and rain. The best way 
is to keep a good scoop handy and 
attend to this matter every morn- 
ing while breakfast is being pre- 
pared. If you will spend as much 
growing and saving your fertilizer 
as you spend buying commercial 
fertilizer your farm will soon be 
one of the best in the county. You 
know what, I believe we have all 
been acting simple about this com- 
mercial fertilizer game. 
Pee ee es 
Did you ever start out on a trip 
with the determination to go just 
as far as you could, No, I can 
tell you, you did not. You always 
start out with the determination 
to go to a certain place, and then 
you go to that place. Do you use 
the same rule about your crops? 
Do you start out trying to grow 
a certain amount of each kind of 
crop? We should set our pegs and 
work to them. We should plan 
our crops and then try to grow a 
certain amount of each thing de- 
sired. Most of us just start out 
farming and we do not try to do 
any certain thing except to grow 
just as much cotton as possible. 
I want you to make up a list of 
what you hope to grow during the 
year 1932. Think it over and put 
down each and every thing you 
want to gather and the amount 
you hope to house. Will you do 
this at once?

FARMERS’ STRAW VOTE 

In view ee ne agitation for 
abolishment of the Farm Board, 
the Nebraska Farmer, published by 
Samuel R. Mekelvie, himself a 
former member of the board, re- 
cently took a straw vote to see 
how the farmers themselves. felt 
about it. 

Ballots were printed in the peri- 
odical, asking readers to say 
whether they desired the Agricul- 
tural Marketing Act (Farm 
Zoard) left as it is, or amended, 
or repealed, Of 126 ballots return- 
ed, only 6 were for leaving the 
law like it is; 19 were for amend- 
ment, and 101 advocated repeal. 

The same readers voted 54 to 
82 against the proposed equiliza 
tion fee; 52 to 26 against the de- 
benture plan, while a majority of 
44 to 38 suid Congress should 
leave the farmers alone entirely. 

Commenting on the result, the 
Nebraska Farmer said: “The small 
number of replies rather clearly 
reflects the lack of farmers’ faith 
in the value of legislation of any 
character to cure the economic ills 
of agriculture.” 

It seems that .the Farm Board 
has few supporters anywhere ex- 
cept among those on its payroll 
and on the payrolls of its affiliat- 
ed marketing organizations, Its 
excursions into the cotton and 
grain markets have cost the tax- 
payers hundreds of millions of dol- 
lars, with no benefit to anyone ex- 
cept the high-salaried job holders. 


The campaign to keep the gov- 
ernment out of business has sub- 
sided until the R. F. C. gets thru 
lending $2,000,000,000 of govern- 
ment money.

WHEREAS, the Legislature of 
Alabama at its last session ordered 
an election by the qualified electors 
of the State of Alabaina upon a cer. 
tain proposed amendment to the 
Constitution of Alabama, which pro- 
posed amendment is herein set out 
and ordered that the election be 
held on the First Tuesday in May 
{n the year 1992, this date being 
more than three months from and 
alter the final adjournment of the 
regular session at which the said 
amendment was proposed, and 

WHEREAS, notice of such elec 
tion, together with the proposed 
amendment is required by law to 
be given by proclamation of the 
Governor; 

NOW, THERDEEFORK, I, BoM, Mil 
ler, Governor of the State of Ala- 
bama, do hereby give notice, direct 
and proclaim that on Tuesday the 
Srd day of May, 1932, being the first 
Tuesday in May, an eleetion will 
be held at the several polling 
places within tiie State of Al bama 
for the vote of the qualived elec 
tors of the State of Alabama in the 
manner and form as required by 
law upon the following amendment 
to the Constitution of Alabama, viz: 

ARTICE ——. “(a) That the 
municipalities of the Cities of 

Hufaula and Talladega, through 

their respective governing bod- 

les, in addition to the taxes 
which they are by any other 
provision of the Constitution, 
or “any amendment thereto 
otherwise authorized to levy 
and collect, may each leyy and 
collect from and after the 
adoption of this amendment, an 
additional tax of not exceeding - 
one-half of one per centum per 
annum to be devoted to such 
purposes as may be designated 
by the governing body of the 
municipality, but before any 
such additional tax can be 

levied, it must be voted by a 

r jority of the qualified elec- 

tors of the municipality, voting 

upon such proposition at an 
election called by the governing 

body of said municipality for , 

such purpose; provided, that 

the total taxes levied for all 
purposes by said cities of Wu- 
faula and Talladega shail not 
exceed one and one-half per 
centum in any one year on the 
property situated therein, based 
on the valuation of such prop: 
erty as assessed for state taxa- 
tion. (b) That the municipal- 
ity of the City of Decatur;

Get Largest Cash Income 
The cash income of farms which 
obtained 65 per cent of their in- 
come from livestock in 1930 was 
nearly four times that received on 
farms which gatherel only 25 per 
cent of their cash from livestock. 

This was found in a study of 
the cash income on farms of the 
United States in 1980 by FI. W. 
Gist, state and federal statistician 
for the department of agriculture, 
who tells of his findings:

Fertilizer Tag Sales 
Off Over 50 Per Ct. 


Fertilizer sales in the cotton 
belt are over 50 per cent lower 
than they were to the same date 
last year, reports the Alabama 
Department of Agriculture. 

In Alabama the tag sales to 
March 4 showed the sales to be off 
54.5 per cent compared with the 
same period last year. Through 
March 4 this year tags for 40,200 
tons had been sold, compared with 
88,350 tons to the same date last 
year and,-196,300 tons to the same 
period in 1930. 

At the close of February, tag 
sales over the south amounted to 
473,351 tons against 972,080 tons 
for the same period last year and 
1,571,743 tons year before last.

Now is the time to help start 
better times in Dixie, says the cur- 
rent issue of The Progressive Far- 
mer-Ruralist, and every family in 
the South can help in bringing 
about this result—some by cash 
and some by barter.

Monday night he was 
found with a dislocated hip in the 
midst of the tornado that struck 
Northport. “I was bumming my 
way to Heuador,” he grinned, “but 
that wind was too much for me.” 

Two little negro boys were 
blown across the Warrior River 
at Demopolis and landed unharm- 
ed in an adjoining: field. 

A woman at Columbiana phoned 
the State Military Department to 
say “You've sent the wrong kind 
of tents here for the sufferers. 
You've sent Summer tents and we 
need Winter tents.’ Assured that 
the tenting equipment of the Army 
recognizes no seasons, she hung 
up, apparently unsatisfied with the 
explanation, 


Gov. Miller, who toured over 
850 miles of the storm area in two 
days and a half, said the most 
gruesome tale of the entire storm 
was heard at Columbiana, A ne- 
gro woman was picked up from 
her front porch, carried 120 yards 
and hurled head first through the 
side of a well-constructed home. 


Two injured at Clanton now be- 
lieve in the adage that it never 
rains but pours. Injured as the 
twister struck there they were 
taken in ambulances to Thorsby 
for medical attention. Hardly 
had they passed over the threshold 
of the physician’s office than the 
storm doubled back and struck 
Thorsby. Luckily, they were in a 
brick building and were not killed. 

The most ludicrous tale of the 
tornado involved a rooster found 
wrapped tightly in a quilt, high 
among the limbs of a tree, 


Physicians at Sylacauga said 
they handled 115 injured at one 
hospital without lights or water. 

Strangely enough, not a wood- 
pile was blown away around Ash- 
land and Lineville although scores 
of homes were demolished. 


Joe Peters at Columbiana was 
trying to reach the safety of his 
home when the tornado caught 


him, lifted him high in the air and 
sat him down unharmed in a sweet; 
potato patch a haf mile away. Joe 
said, “Il was kicking and scrambl- 
ing trying to get back down to 
earth but I just couldn’t reach the 
ground,” City officials praised 
his bravery for returning to the 
devastated area and working all 
night in helping rescue residents 
trapped under the timbers of their 
homes. 


A negro man at Demopolis risk- 
ed his life to save his white “miss- 
us,’ then turned to his own home 
to find that his wife and two chil- 
dren had been killed, 

Two patients at the Druid City 
Hospital at Tuscaloosa sufferings 
with broken legs had left the hos- 
pital less than a week before the 
storm struck. Their former in- 
juries had been broken legs, the 
same ones.

More Soybeans Are 
Needed In Alabama 


AUBURN, Ala.—Hay is one 
crop of which Alabama farmers 
are certain not to produce too 
much this year. Stch a thing has 
never occurred for the State as a 
whole. On the other hand, there 
has been a hay shortage from 
year to year. 

To replace a portion of the acre- 
age in cotton, and to provide feed 
to make more livestock more prof- 
itable, the Experiment Station at 
Auburn recommends planting a 
much bigger acreage to soybeans. 
The best planting season in Ala- 
bama is from late April through 
May. 

“For hay the Otootan variety is 
preferred,” says R. Y. Bailey of 
the Experiment Station staff. ‘‘It 
yields well and the stems are fine, 
making it a very desirable hay 
plant.” 

For hogging down the mammoth 
yellow and Biloxi varieties are 
preferred. They produce more 
beans and a big top or plant. How- 
ever, the stems are large and 
coarse, making them objectionable 
for hay.’ 

Soybeans may be planted alone 
or with corn. If interplanted with 
corn the two make a splendid crop 
for finishing hogs in the late sum- 
mer or early fall. One is a grain 
and the other is a legume. 

Another fortunate fact about 
soybeans is that Alabama farmers 
saved more seed last fall. Some 
saved for planting their own farms 
and other saved enough for sale. 
Several Alabama county agents 
are very hopeful that there will 
be a very large increase In the soy- 
bean acreage this year.

Chickens Require 
Good Green Feed 


AUBURN, Ala.——Green feed is 
essential to success with poultry 
and R. Y. Bailey, extension poul- 
tryman at Auburn, says that su- 
dan . grass planted in April will 
make a good spring feed crop. It 
may be planted any time during 
the summer. If planted on rich 
land it will be ready for grazing 
in three weeks. If mowed to pre- 
vent maturing of seed it will give 
a good and quick second crop. 

“Soybeans make probably the 
best and most. suited “summer 
green feed crop for the entire 
state. It is better to plant these 
in April or May. The October, 
or Laredo varieties are recom- 
mended since they are a fine stem 
plant with long growing period. 
Soybeans, When allowed to get six 
or eight inches high before chick- 
ens are turned on them, will sup- 
ply green feed until frost. 

“Cowpeas may also be used as 
a summer green feed crop. How- 
ever, chickens do not relish them 
as a rule.” 


Prepare Land Well 
Before Planting It]; 


AUBURN, Ala.—One handicap 
in the production of corn in Ala- 
bama is poor preparation of the 
soil before the seed are planted. 
There is an old saying that when 
the land is prepared and seed 
planted the crop is half made. 

Land properly prepared for 
planting corn is well broken and 
thoroughly pulverized by harrow- 
ing, says Director M. J. Funchess 
of the Experiment Station at Au- 
burn. When this is done it is 
ready for planting. Land is much 
easier cultivated if properly pre- 


pared. 
Corn planted on such land re- 
quires only shallow cultivation 


with weeders, harrows, or sweeps. 
Cultivation should be done often 
enough to keep weeds and grass 
under absolute control. Weeds 
and grass compete with corn for 
water and plant food. Hence their 
control is essential.

AUBURN, Ala. —The old spring 
remedy of ‘sulphur and molasses 
used by dear old grandmother was 
valuable as she thought.

These facts have been brought 
out by Miss Helen Kennedy, ex- 
tension nutrition worker at Au- 
burn, in sonnection with facts 
about foods, Sulphur contains no 
mineral salts and molasses almost 
none, added Miss Kennedy. 


“But they are contained,’ she 
continued, “in turnip greens, 
dandelion greens, spinach, cab- 


bage, beet tops—in fact all greens. 
At first it was for their minerals 
(calcium and iron especially) that 
greens were considered most valu- 
able. Now it is for both minerals 
and vitamins. These green foods 
supply most of vitamin A (for the 
nerves and for growth) and G (to 
prevent pellagra).”’ 

Since vitamins are easily de- 
stroyed by cooking, Miss Kennedy 
said that raw vegetables should be 
eaten daily. This is where raw 
salads come in—raw cabbage, and 
all salad greens—lettuce, endive, 
watercress, celery, parsley—are 
good. The green leaves are high- 
er in vitamins than the bleached 
ones, 

To preserve vitamins (especial- 
ly vitamins B and C) and minerals 
Miss Kennedy gave the following 
instructions for cooking greens 

“Wash the greens thoroug ghly 
and put into a sma all quantity of 
boiling salted water, Cook without 
a cover for as short a time as pos- 
sible to make tender but still 
firm. Some greens (spinach and 
young dandelions and _ tender- 
greens) will need no water except 
that which clings to leaves after 
washing. Cooking without & cover 
will help to keep the green color.” 


NEWS IN BRIEF FORM 


Both chambers of the govern- 
ment in Sweden have adopted a 
bill authorizing the government to 
grant companies or persons a brief 
moratorium on payment of debts. 
The action was a repercussion to 
the death of Ivar Kreuger, the 
Swedish match king. 


In 1931 Alabama farmers made 
281 trench silos. F. W. Burns, 
extension livestock specialist at 
Auburn, says that ‘every last one 
of them was satisfactory.” He 
hopes that the number will be 
doubled this year. Rations are 
improved and feed costs reduced 
with a trench silo, he added, 


The farmer who plants good 
seed of the best variety of cotton 
this spring will be awarded when 
he goes to sell it next fall, for 
he will have better cotton to sell. 
The best cotton is worth more and 
should receive more on the mar- 
ket, according to J. C. Lowery at 
Auburn, 


A London dispatch says that 
“The British birth rate, both for 
the last quarter of 1931 and the 
whole year, was the lowest ever 
recorded, and there is a suggestion 
that the population of England and 
Wales will soon become stationary 
at around 40,000,000.
